COULD  MAKE  A  LOT  OF  PEOFLE  VERY  HAPPY  BY  OFFERING  AN  1817  N-2  IN  AU55 
FOR  THE  *357  LOT  *80  BROUGHT.  MANY  OF  OUR  READERS  MIGHT  PREFER  THE 
1817  N-17  IN  EF  AT  *577  OR  THE  17  N-16  FIFTEEN  STAR  OBVERSE  AU55 
AT  *385.  THOSE  WHO  MUST  HAVE  THE  VERY  BEST  MIGHT  STRETCH  TO  *1760 
FOR  THE  FINEST  KNOWN  1022  N-l  IN  MS65.  *577  FOR  THE  MS63  1827  N-6 
SEEMS  A  LITTLE  MORE  REASONABLE  -  OF  COURSE  IT  IS  ONLY  THIRD  FINEST. 

FOR  THOSE  THAT  DESIRE  THE  CHARACTER  A  COIN  AQUIRES  ONLY  THROUGH 
CIRCULATION,  A  VF20  1830  N-10  IN  VF  FOR  *231  MIGHT  FIT  THE  BILL. 

NEED  I  GO  ON??  THERE  ARE  DOZENS  AND  DOZENS  OF  INSTANCES  WHERE 
THE  PRICES  AT  STARR  SEEM  LAUGHABLY  CHEAP  BY  TODAYS  STANDARDS. 

REMEMBER  “TODAYS  STANDARDS”  HAVE  ONLY  BEEN  TWO  YEARS  IN  THE  MAKING. 

PERHAPS  THE  PRICES  HAVE  GONE  UP  TOO  FAST  IN  THE  PAST  COUPLE  YEARS. 

WHAT  MAKES  THE  PRICE  OF  A  COLLECTIBLE  COIN  LIKE  A  LARGE  CENT 
VARIETY  GO  UP?  THE  SIMPLE  ANSWER  WOULD  BE  SUPPLY  AND  DEMAND. 

IN  THE  CASE  OF  COLLECTIBLES  IT  IB  A  MISLEADING  ANSWER  TO  SOME 
EXTENT.  THE  SUPPLY  OF  THE  RAREST  COINS  IS  OFTEN  MINISCULE.  IN 
THE  CASES  OF  SOME  DIE  STATES  IT  MAY  BE  ONLY  ONE.  THERE  IS  A  LARGE 
POOL  OF  DEMAND  WITH  AT  LEAST  TWO  THOUSAND  EACERS.  SO  WHAT  DETERMINES 
THE  PRICE?  FOR  THE  VERY  RAREST  COINS  THE  VALUE  IS  PURELY  SPECULATIVE. 

IT  IS  SIMPLY  A  MATTER  OF  WHAT  A  WILLING  BUYER  WHO  DESIRES  TO  OWN 
THE  COIN  IS  WILLING  TO  PAY.  IN  AN  AUCTION  THE  OWNER  HAS  NOTHING  TO 
DO  WITH  SETTING  THE  PRICE  FOR  THESE  COINS.  THE  PRICE  IS  SET  BY  OTHER 
WILLING  BUYERS.  AS  THE  AUCTIONEER  CALLS  OUT  THE  BIDS  ONE  PADDLE  AFTER 
ANOTHER  GOES  DOWN. EVENTUALLY  ONE  OF  THE  LAST  TWO  BIDDERS  DECIDES  THE 
PRICE  IS”TOO  MUCH”, THAT  IS, A  CRAZY  PRICE, A  FOOLISH  PRICE, AN  OUTRAGEOUS 
PRICE!  HOW  IS  IT  DETERMINED  HOW  MUCH  IS  TOO  MUCH?  AGAIN  THAT  IS  A  PERSONAL 
MATTER  AND  DIFFERS  DRAMATICALLY  FROM  COLLECTOR  TO  COLLECTOR  AND  FROM  SALE 
TO  SALE.  BUT  ONE  FACTOR  THAT  IS  USUALLY  CONS I DERED, CONSCIOUSLY  OR 
UNCONSCIOUSLY, IS  EXPOSURE.  EXPOSURE  IS  USED  TO  REFER  TO  THE  POTENTIAL 
LOSS  IN  AN  AQUISITION.  HOW  MUCH  MORE  ONE  HAS  TO  PAY  THAN  AN  ITEM  IS 
READILY  SALEABLE  FOR.  AS  AN  EXAMPLE  A  FEW  MONTHS  AGO  A  SECOND  SPECIMEN 
OF  1822  N-l 4  CAME  TO  LIGHT.  THE  VARIETY  WAS  ORIGINALLY  DISCOVERED  BY 
DICK  PUNCHARD  A  YEAR  AND  A  HALF  AGO.  DICKS  DISCOVERY  SPECIMEN  A  CHOICE 
FINE  COIN  IS  CURRENTLY  VALUED  IN  CQR  AT  *14,000.  THOUGH  SEVERAL 
COLLECTORS  WOULD  PROBABLY  BE  WILLING  TO  PAY  SUBSTANTIALLY  MORE  THAN 
THAT,  THE  COIN  WILL  IN  ALL  LIKLIHOOD  NOT  BE  FOR  SALE  AT  ANY  PRICE. 

THE  SECOND  COIN  WAS  A  SOLID  GOOD  BUT  NO  BETTER  THAN  THAT.  THE  OWNER 
PLACED  A  PRICE  OF  *8000  ON  THE  COIN  AND  OFERED  IT  TO  SEVERAL  COLLECTORS 
WITH  NO  SUCCESS.  WHO  KNOWS  WHAT  THE  COIN  IS  WORTH7  THE  GENERAL  CONSENSUS 
OF  OPINION  SEEMED  TO  BE  THAT  THE  COIN  SHOULD  BE  WORTH  AROUND  *4000  AND 
THAT  AT  THAT  LEVEL  THERE  WERE  PROBABLY  SEVERAL  POTENTIAL  BUYERS.  BASED 
ON  THAT, ONE  COLLECTOR  OFFERED  SUBSTANTIALLY  MDRE  THAN  THE  *4000  FIGURE. 

HIS  REASONING  BEING  THAT  THE  MOST  HE  COULD  GET  HURT  WOULD  BE  THE  AMOUNT 
MORE  HE  PAID  THAN  THE  PRICE  OTHERS  WERE  WILLING  TO  PAY.  GET  IT?  A  ONE  OF 
A  KIND  ITEM  (AT  LEAST  FOR  THE  PRESENT)  OFFERED  TO  SEVERAL  PEOPLE  WHO  WOULD 
LIKE  TO  OWN  IT  ALL  OF  WHOM  FEEL  THE  PRICE  SET  BY  THE  SELLER  IS  "TOO  MUCH”. 
BUT  ONCE  A  “REASONABLE"  PRICE  IS  DETERMINED  SOMEONE  WILL  OFFER  A  PREMIUM 
IN  ORDER  TO  OWN  THE  COIN. 
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LARGE  CENTS  ARE  UNUSUAL  IN  THAT  THERE  IS  BOTH  A  SPECIALIST  MARKET  AND 
A  GENERAL  COLLECTOR  MARKET.  THE  SPECIALIST  WILL  PAY  A  LARGE  PREMIUM  FOR 
A  SCARCE  OR  RARE  VARIETY.  FOR  THE  MOST  PART  THE  GENERAL  COLLECTOR  OR  THE 
NON  SPECIALIST  DEALER  WILL  PAY  NO  PREMIUM.  I  MENTION  THIS  IN  REFERENCE 
TO  THE  ABOVE  IN  PART  TO  EXPLAIN  WHY  I  BELIEVE  MUCH  OF  THE  MIDDLE  DATE 
MARKET  IS  STILL  UNDERVALUED. 

AT  THE  RECENT  EAC  SALE  A  CHOICE  AU  1817  N-13  BOLD  FOR  A  COUPLE  BIDS 
OVER  *500.  LATER  I  HEARD  SEVERAL  PEOPLE  MENTION  THE  OUTRAGEOUS  PRICE. 

VET  I  COULD’ NT  HELP  THINKING  THAT  THIS  SAME  COIN  WOULD  SELL  FOR  ABOUT 
*400  WHOLESALE  ON  THE  AVERAGE  BOURSE  FLOOR  AS  A  COMMON  VARIETY  !  WHY? 
FIRST  COMMERCIAL  COIN  GRADING  IS  WORLDS  DIFFERENT  THAN  EAC  GRADING. 

COINS  GRADED  AU55  BY  EAC  STANDARDS  WILL  TRADE  AS  MINT  STATE  ON  MOST 
BOURSE  FLOORS.  MOST  COLLECTORS  KNOW  THAT  THEY  CAN  EXPECT  TO  PAY  AT 
LEAST  MS60  BID  PRICE  FOR  ANY  CHOICE  AU  MIDDLE  DATE  THEY  DIG  UP  ON 
A  BOURSE  FLOOR.  SIMILARLY  NICE  VF  COINS  ARE  USUALLY  PRICED  AS  EF. 

YET  IT  ONLY  MAKE  SENSE  THAT  AS  SPECIALISTS  WE  SHOULD  BE  WILLING  TO 
PAY  A  PREMIUM  TO  OWN  SCARCE  VARIETIES.  AN  1817  N-15  IS  LITERALLY 
HUNDREDS  OF  TIMES  RARER  THAN  THE  17  N-14  IT  RESEMBLES.  HOW  MUCH  OF 
A  PREMIUM  SHOULD  WE  BE  WILLING  TO  PAY?  THE  ROBBIE  BROWN  SALE  WILL 
PROVIDE  A  PARTIAL  ANSWER  TO  THAT.  MAYBE  TWO  YEARS  FROM  NOW  WE  WILL 
LOOK  BACK  WITH  NOSTALGIA  TO  OCTOBER  OF  '86  WHEN  YOU  COULD  STILL  FIND 
NICE  COINS  AT  A  REASONABLE  PR  ICE.... OR  EVEN  AT  AN  UNREASONABLE  ONE?!!
